Section 1. Section 16.93, subsection 1, Code 2007, is
amended to read as follows:

1. The authority through the title guaranty division may
issue a closing protection letter to a person to whom a
proposed title guaranty is to be issued, upon the request of
the person, if the division issues a commitment for title
guaranty or title guaranty certificate. The closing
protection letter shall conform to the terms of coverage and
form of the instrument as approved by the division board and
10 may indemnify a person to whom a proposed title guaranty is to
11 be issued against loss of settlement funds due to only the
12 following acts of the division™s named participating attorney.

23 EXPLANATION
24 Under the title guaranty program, the lowa finance
25 authority through the title guaranty division may issue a
26 closing protection letter that conforms to the terms of
27 coverage and form of the instrument and may indemnify a person
28 to whom a proposed title guaranty is to be issued. A closing
29 protection letter protects against loss of settlement funds
30 due to the acts of the division®s named participating attorney
31 or participating abstractor. This bill adds "closer™ to the
32 list of participants whose acts may be covered by a closing
33 protection letter in real estate transactions.
